Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. 

The main component on the DVD is a sexually explicit feature that focuses on men engaging in 
sexual activity with young women who are presented as young teenage girls. Viewers are 
encouraged to view the female participants as young teenage girls, not only through the casting of 
youthful-looking women, but also through the use of childish props such as lollipops during 
sexual activity, and the contrived juvenile demeanour of the female participants. As a result the 
DVD upholds the idea that teenage girls are available for adult sexual attention, and justifies and 
legitimises the notion that it is acceptable for adults to engage in sexual a ctivity with young 
persons. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression provided by the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification 
is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to Emit the availability of publications that promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes.
